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A Little Talk 


If you saw some one cutting a large lawn 
with a small pair of scissors you would laugh 
at him, wouldn’t you? Why—because it’s 
an ‘‘out-of-date’’ and ‘‘back number’’ way 
of doing it. 


The same thing will happen in the trim- 
ming of paper. What’s the use of wiggling 
across paper with scissors, possibly at night, 


(in order to get a good day’s work out next 
day) when you should be resting or enter- 


taining your family, when the investment of 
a few shillings will give you a tool that will 
enable you to do more and far better work 
in working hours than you can now do in 
night and day combined. 


We guarantee you can trim six times more 
work with the ‘‘RIDGELY’’ trimmer than 
with shears. 


Look at the photographic illustrations on page 
six; could your most experienced workman do 
that class of work with knife or shears without 
great precision? We answer, no. Yet he can 
easily and continually do it if you will just fur- 
nish him with an outfit. He can hang more paper, 
and hang it better than ever before because 
paper trimmed after paste is put on will not rub 
out from under. 
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Paste Rubbing Out 


This is a very important point we will ex- 
plain, your process now is to trim your paper 
first then paste and hang; this necessitates the 
most careful kind of work to keep the paste off 
the front and if you succeed that far, when you 
hang the strip, can you keep more or less paste 
from rubbing out? We safely say, no. And 
don’t you occasionally soil the strip that was on 
the wall? Of course. With the Ridgely Trim- 
mer the process is entirely different; you first 
cut your paper for the entire room into lengths, 
pile all these lengths on top of each other with 
the backs up; you now draw the top length to- 
wards you a little so that when you put on the 
paste your brush laps over on the next strip to 
paste. Now say your lengths are 10 feet, sim- 
ply let your lengths hang over the end of table 
and put on paste on 6 or 7 feet and double it 
over, draw it up and paste the balance of the 
length and double, now lay your straightedge on 
this length which after being doubled is only 5 
feet, and cut your salvage or any width strip with 
one stroke, and then when you hang this length 
youcan’t brush the paste out from under. This 
one feature alone is worth the price of an outfit. 


We hope we have said enough to interest you 
to the extent of sending us a trial order which 
you can do with the understanding if not satis- 
factory to you return it and we refund your 
money together with carriage charges.

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What It Will Do 





This is rather a poor illustration, much re- 
duced from a large photogarph, but it will serve 
to give you some idea of what may be accom- 
plished with the RIDGELY TRIMMER. 


To the left is a piece of burlap cut into three 
strips, and pasted on a board with the edges 
butted. Note that the edges are invisible. 


To the right is a piece of heavy lincrusta, like- 
wise cut into three pieces and pasted on a board 
with the edges butted. Note that here also the 
edges are invisible. 


In the middle of the picture are shown sev- 
eral strips of wall paper which were taken from 
the side of a like number of pieces with one per- 
fectly straight cut. 


Do you know of any other cutting method that 
could duplicate these three exhibits in accuracy 
and speed? 
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How You Do It 





To use the Trimmer you must have a Straight- 
edge like No. 4 on page nine, and a strip of zine 
3 inches wide by the length of the straightedge. 
Now you tack the zine on a board or table (pre- 
ferably a Ridgely Table as shown on pages 11 and 
12) lay your paper on the zinc and push the 
Trimmer across the Straightedge as shown by 
boy cutting paper. That’s all there is to it; it 
will do the work and so much better than you 
have been used to seeing and so much faster 
than you can possibly conceive that we posi- 
tively know you will always thank us for call- 
ing your attention to it.

There are several imitation edges on the mar- 
ket, however, made to look like the Ridgely, and 
it is therefore of the utmost importance that you 
look for the RIDGELY Quality Mark on the 
Straightedge as well as on the Trimmer when 
buying your outfit. 


Ridgely edges are best, not merely because 
they are built up of alternate strips of pine and 
redwood with grains reversed, but because of 
these further exclusive features: 


1. Out of 21 varieties of pine we have found 
the only one from which strips can be cut that 
will pull in opposite directions when the grains 
are reversed. 


2. Out of a great number of varieties of red 
wood we have found the only one that has the 
same texture as pine, and will pull against it 
properly. 


3. We take time to properly weather cure all 
wood used—not a stick of kiln-dried lumber 
ever goes into our edges. 


A Ridgely Trimmer and a Ridgely. Straight- 
edge make an outfit that will last forever, and 
that will do perfect work as long as it lasts. 


The straightedges are made in three 
lengths, simply to please the ideas of paper 
hangers; some prefer one length and some 
another, so the length need not confuse you. 


We also make three kinds of straight- 
edges with the same purpose in view: please 
everybody. No. 4 is used either with our 
trimmer or a knife,sand No. 2 and No. 3 are 
for knife use only.

This is the Straightedge used with the Trim- 
mer. It is built up of five pieces of the very best 
White Pine and Red Wood, 3 inches wide and 
¥% inch thick shellac finish. Bound with angle 
brass on one side and channel brass on the other 
and the brass set with screws. This straightedge 
ean also be used with knife work. Note the rul- 
ing, we couldn’t make them any better, so Ruled 
them to make them more convenient.

This novel tool is 7 
inches long, constructed of 
steel and can be used for 
either stippling, stenciling 
or as a paper hangers’ 
roller. 


Roller is covered with 
plush or felt which can be 
taken off for washing, or 
replaced when worn. Cloth 
is tightky drawn when 
roller is closed, and there 
is no seam. 





For stenciling, color is spread on a smooth sur- 
face, over which the roller is then passed and 
applied to the stencil. Different colors may be 
spread side by side and transferred to the sten- 
cil nicely blended. Does not blot or tear the 
stencil; the work is clean and perfect. 


For stippling, let the plush be well saturated 
with the color. In laying off brush and feather 
into finished surface. Roll roller one way only. 


For papering, felt on roller is covered with a 
piece of muslin on top to keep clean. For ordi- 
nary wall paper heavy canvas duck for covering 
on the seam roller is usually used.
